EXPERT FIELD MEDICAL BADGE
Effective 15 April 1972 -

This revision of AR 672-10 adds members of the active Reserve to list of those personnel eligible
to receive the Expert Field Medical Badge. Local limited supplementation of this regulation
is permitied but is not required. If supplements are issued, Army staff agencies and major
Army commuands will furnish one copy of each to H@DA (DASG-PTT-D); other commands

will furnish one copy of each to the next higher headquarters,
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1. Purpose. The Iixpert Tield Medieal I%u("lglc
will— '

7. Provide recognition to members of the Army

Medical Department. for the attainment of a high
level of technical skill and proficiency in the per-
formance of field medical functions.

&. Promote esprit and provide an incentive for
greater effort by AMEDD personnel.

2. Eligibility requirements. «. Tersonnel eligible
to receive the badge are~—

(1} Officers assigned or detailed to a bhranch
of the Army Medieal Department.

{(2) Warrant oflicers possessing an AMEDD
primary MOS whose careers are monitored by
The Surgeon General.

(3) Tnlistad personnel who possess and are
qualified i an AMEDD primary MOS, and whoe
are awarded excellent conduet and cfﬁciencl\t' rat-
ings by their coimmanders,

4. Personnel referred, to in «(2) through (3)
above must he on active duty or assigned to »
troop program unit in the Reserve Components
and currently or previously assigned to u field
medical unit normally operating ina field army ov
lower field command. For gnidance, refer to F)
8-10, FA 8-15, and FM 54-3.

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r. Personnel must successfully complete the
test preseribed in paragraph 10,

3. Authorily to make award. ». Commanders
of the following are authorized to administer the
Fxpert Field Mediceal Badge test and to award the
Badge:

{1) Brooke Avmy Medical Center. Fort Sam
Tlouston, Texas.

(2) Combat  divisions, separate
separate reghnents, and separate groups.

(3) Installations having capability to admin-
jster test.

b. The test prescribed in paragraph 10 will be
condugcted by a board consisting of three or more
AMEDD officers, with at least one of field grade.
AMEDD noncommissioned oflicers wiil assist
the testing procedures.,

1. Frequency of tests: A test will be held at
least once a year provided-eligible medical person-
nel apply. Additional tests nay be conducted as
decmed necessary. o
5. Test preparation. Commanders are encour-
aged {o integrate the Bxpert Figld Medical Badge
test. events and subjects into the unit training
program, Consideration will be given to scheduling
individual training, as required, to prepave for

Testing authorities will be guided by M
21-6 In preparing test qiiestions and i wmethods of
practical examination. ‘

6. Administration of test, There isno pncbualmd
sequence for administering the test subjects. Com-
manders of testing headguarters will schedule re-
quired test subjects and events to coincide with
established training evele or period, climatic con-
ditions peeuliar to the aves, and other appropuiate
considerations.’ ' ‘

7. Test subjects. Test on subjects outlined in
paragraph 10 will be prepared and conducted by
the testing board. Test will net be divalged to any

pevson other than the testing commander or his’

representatives. Satisfactory completion of all por-
tions of the test is required for qualification,

8, Test record. Individual test record, DA Form
3085-R {Iixpert Field Medieal Badge Test) wiil
be preparved in duplicate as outlined in,paragraph
9. The form will be reproduced: localh on 8 hy
10M4-inch paper.

9, Recording test results. «. Qualification for
award, Test results of individuals suecessfully
completing requirements for nward of the Expert
Medical Badge will be recorded on DA Form
3083-R. The testing commander-will keep the du-
plicate copy and will forward the original of the
form to the individual’s commander, The uward
will ‘he recorded on the Officer Qualification Iice-
ord (DA Form 66) for officer and warrant officer
personnel, or on the Enlisted Qualification Record
(DA Torm 20} for enlisted personnel. Original
DA Form 3085-R will be destroved after posting
of DA Foun 66 or DA Form 20

b, Failure fo quelify. Test results of individuals
failing to meet minimum reauirements will he
recorded on DA Form ¢ The testing com-
mander will keep the duphc.ake copy and will for-
ward the original of the form {o the individual's
commander for filing in DA Form 201, No entry
will be made on DA Form 66 or DA Form 20.

g. Retest. Individuals may be retested in each
event failed,

¢. Field sanitation. and militery hygiene. Indi-
viduals will be tested on the following:

(1) Individuals and unit purifieation of
witer in eanteens, 5-gallon cans, and lyster bags.

(2} Testing potability of water,

(%) Mess sanitation, including m‘;pet_tlon of
food handlers and c]mnmg of mess genr in the
field.

(4) Waste disposal in the field, to include
kitchen waste, and hnman liguid and  solid
wiastes. '

(3) Prevention of insect-borne disenses.

{6) Tersenal hygiene in the field.

d. Bonduaging and splinting. A written exami-
nation of 15 guestions (tvae-fulse o multiple
choice) on the general subject of bandaging and
splinting will be given to all individuals. These
questions will be based on M 21-11. In addition,
a practical exercise will be condncted requiring
each individual to apply two standard and two
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improvised splints and four different types of
bandages. .

e. Transportation of the sicl and wounded.” A
written exaumnination of 15 questions (true-false
or multiple choice) on the general subject of trans-
portation of the sick and wounded will be
giverr to all individuals being tested. These
questions will be based on WM $-35. In addition,
n, practical exoercise will he condueted to demon-
strate unusual eavey methods; placing patients
an litters, including proper loading into wm-
bulances and  airveraft (both fixed wing and
rotry  wing); and simulated extrication and
treatment of a wounded soldier trapped in a
tank or other vehicle, Practical exercise will be
modified as required for female AMEDS person-
nel heing tested.

I Emergency medicel treatment procedures.
A written examination of 15 questions (true-false
or multiple choice) on the general subject of emer-
gency medical treatment procedures will be given
all individuals being tested. These questions will
be based on TM 8-230 and ¥M 21-11. In addition,
a practical exercise will be conducted requiring
each individual to demonstrate his ability to—

(1) Control bleeding.

(2) Control shock.

(3) Properly resuscitate a person, using DA
approved methods.

(4) Terfoum external cardine massage.

(5) Perform proper methods of applving
both Improvised and standard dressings.

(G} Muintain a sterile field.

(7) Perforn proper venipunctures.

(8) Prepare patient and blood or other ma-
terial for intravencus infusion.

(%) Treatinent of injury due to hot or cold
environment in frentline anits and in ficld medieal
uiits.

g. Medical iecords. A written examination of
10 questions (frue-false or multiple chotee) on
the general subiect of medical recovds will be
given to all individnals being tested. These ques-
tions will be based on TM 8220, AR 40-400, and
AR 40404, In addition, a practical exercige will
L conducted requiring exch tndividual to prepare
several DI Forms 1380 (TS Field Medical
Card) and any other medical record or reports
considered appropriate.
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h. Map reading and use of compuass. Individ-
unals will be tested in the following ;

{1) Grid coordinates,

(2) Orienting a map to the ground.

(3} Common topographic symbols.

(4) Common military symbols.

(5) Determination of terrain clevations,

(7) Compass course, both day and night.
